NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Now that the Congress of Hygiene is at an end, it is well that its 
general lessons should receive attention. One of those lessons is the need 
of spreading a knowledge of the laws of health among the people. Scientists 
may with advantage meet and discuss hygienic questions ; but it is obvious 
that the true foundations of a healthy community are only to be found in a 
widespread obedience to the laws of sanitation on the part of the masses. 
The condition precedent of that obedience is knowledge, and the most 
thorougbgoing knowledge is that of which the beginnings date from child- 
hood. Dr. Newsholme, Medical Officer of Health at Brighton, insisted at 
the Congress that lessons in hygiene ought to form part of the curriculum 
in every public elementary school, Great evils, economical and sanitary, he 
eaid, arose from the present state of ignorance. There can be no doubt. that 
the compulsory study of hygiene would effect an untold amount of good, and 
we Jews, who have ever made the laws of hygiene a special study, and raised 
the preservation of health into a religious duty, would do well to set an 
example by making this particular subject an essential part of the teaching 
in the communal schools. Fortunately among the wealthier classes the 
matter is now receiving far more attention than it formerly did ; but every- 
one who regularly visits among the poor, can give mournful evidence from 


bis own experience of the utter ignorance of sanitation which still charac-_ 


terises them. It is to be regretted, indeed, that such an important subject 
as hygiene should be passed over in our schools in favour of those of much 
less practical importance. reography and history are useful in their way, 
as well as every other branch of knowledge, but they surely cannot compare 


with a science which aims at preserving the pbysical well-being and the very 


lives of generations of human beings. How much healthier and stronger 
would be the children of the poor of our cities if the parents could only 
understand the simplest principles of bygiene, such as the necessity of fresh 
air and of strict personal and domestic cleanliness. _Wecommend the matter 
to the serious consideration of the managers of our schools. It would be 
greatly to their honour if they were to take the. new departure we are suggest- 
ing from a pure regard for the future welfare of their pupi!s, without wait- 
ing for “My Lords ” to make it compulsory. _ | 

The adoration of the Holy Coat at Treves is an extraordinary pheno- 
menon in this scientific and sceptical age. It isa proof at once of the 
smallness of the empire ruled by the modern scientific spirit and of the 
persistence of that desire to be in touch with the supernatura] which is so 
deeply implanted in human nature. To credulity such as that evinced by the 
pilgrims to Treves we Jews can happily offer no exact parallel. The pure 
conception of the Deity which is the distinguishing characteristic of 


Judaism, obviously makes the existence of a Jewish relic similar to the Holy. 


Coat impossible. But the dread of idolatry, which is also a ‘‘ note” of our 
religion has, prevented us from including relics of any sort in the category 
of holy things. In the Biblical age there were, it is true, objects 
which were made into fetishes .by the superstitious. But this 
idolatrous veneration operated as a warning to the Jew of later ages to 
avoid similar errors. That the warning was not unheeded is proved by the 
whole course of Jewish post-Biblical history. Jews have had their saints in 
almost every age ; but they were essentially human beings, and their dis- 


tinguishing characteristic was piety, not supernatural power. Here and — 
there, under the influence of a Kabbalistic atmosphere, a wonder-worker 
existed. But men selected for reverence in Jewry have, for the most part, 


been so chosen because of their blameless lives ; and no magical virtue has 
ever been ascribed to any of their relics. 

In this respect, then, Judaism offers a striking contrast to Catholicism. 
Perhaps the strong common-sense of the Jew bas united with his religious 
bias to save him from the precise form of credulity that has been exhibited at 
Treyes. The rival claims of some twenty garments to the honour of being 


the coat worn by Jesus, like the superabundance of fragments of the Cross, 


have not disturbed the faith of the pious devotees who have been flocking to 
the Rhenish capital. The Jew could not have faced such difficulties with 
like equanimity. He has always displayed a healthy scepticism, which has 
helped to put his religion on a stable and enduring basis. His pious sen- 
timents have not suffered in consequence. He has had, and still has, his 
religious pilgrimages. Palestine is still a loadstone drawing the feet — 
pious in Israel, and the “ Western Wall” continues to be the wailing-p - 
of the Jewish deyotee, The very dust of the Holy [and 1s sacred to the 
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Jew. But the objects of this veneration are places, not persons. Nevertheless 
we must not be hard upon the Treves pilgrims. Credulity—shall we say 
superstition ?—is common to all imperfectly educated persons, whatever their 
religion. The difference is one of kindonly. We Jews have not been exempt 
from superstitious beliefs, despite the warnings and protests of both the 
Bible and the Talmud, Even to-day these beliefs, and the practices spring- 
ing from them, still linger among our untutored brethren ; nor is it necessary 
to go further afield than the East Ena to come face to face with them. It 
‘3 not for us to cast a stone at other religionists for their excessive beliefs in 
the supernatural. What we have to do is to promote the spread of enlight- 
enment as the surest means of getting rid of the last remnants of super- 
stition. 


In recent addresses the Chief Rabbi referred to the want of 
systematic teaching of Hebrew and Religion among the well-to-do classes. 
The Jewish High School for Girls in Chenies Street, does not a little towards 
supplying this want. That it does not effect more is solely owing to the 
supineness of the community, which declines to avail itself fully of an 
efcellent educational opportunity. The school is attended by some sixty 
pupils, but could accommodate a great many more. If the present number 
of scholars were doubled the institution woa'd be self-supporting. As it 18, 
the annual deficit has to be made good by the generosity of Miss Isabel 
Goldsmid, Mr. F. D. Mocatta, and other friends. Why the school should 
languish in the cold shade of neglect is a mystery. The premises are 
euperb, and supplied with all the apparatus demanded by modern educa- 
tional ideas There is an excellent staff, and the teaching is of good quality. 
To the subjects usually taught at High Schools are added Hebrew and 
Religion. Considering the character of the instruction, the fees must be 
regarded as moderate. Moreover, as the school is thrown open to all 
denominations there is a small admixture of non-Jewish girls with the 
Jewish children who comprise the bulk of the scholars; and this is a cir- 
cumstance which many parents are likely to regard as an additional recom- 
mendation. The school deserves to be far more popular than it is. Those 
parents whu are too proud or too jast to take advantage of the existing 
craze for free education, and are not too indifferent to show practical respect for 


the claims of Jewish teaching, would do well to patronise the Chenies Street. | 


institution. 


_ One feature in the instruction is particularly deserving of notice. The 
school trains not only scholars but teachers. Special provision is made for 
the instruction of young women who propose to take up teaching as a pro- 
fession. This branch of its work gives the institution a peculiar claim upon 


the goodwill of the community. Every effort to prepare women for 


an honourable and remunerative vocation is a service rendered to the 
public. But to increas the supply of capable teachers is to confer a special 
benefit upon the community. Pupils we have in abundance ; but there is a 
woeful lac: of persons competent to teach them. The Jews’ Free School is 
doing good work in systematically training men and women for the teaching 
profession ; but it requires in its own class-rooms most of the teachers it 
trains, and has few to spare for other schools. If more general interest were 
bestowed upon the institution in Chenies Street, this side of its work might 
be very considerably developed, to the advantage of the community and of 
the young women to whom it would be the means of throwing open an excel- 
lent profession. It is highly desirable that the question of training Jewish 
teachers should receive more earnest attention than it has hitherto enjoyed. 
The Chenies Street School is doing something for the education of female 
teachers, but. no corresponding attempt is being made to train male teachers. 
Yet there is even a greater dearth of the latter than of the former. Jews’ 
College is a seminary for potential teachers as well as would-be ministers. 
Why should not the two objects receive equal attention at Tavistock House ? 


The initiation of a systematic course of instruction for the benefit of male 


a would largely increase both the usefulness and the popularity of the 
ollege. | 


Just now, when we are in hopes that the holy sisterhood of Nurses wil 
soon number many Jewesses among its ranks, the little book that has just 
been published, entitled “‘ Ministering Women,” must necessarily possess for 
us &large amount of interest. It is a bright and lucid account, by Dr, George 
William Potter, of the Royal National Pension Fund for Nurses. We 
commend the work to all our Jewish sisters, and we think it cannot fail to 
attract some of them to the sacred calling of Nursing. Not only does it 
prove how great an interest is taken in Nurses by practical philanthropists 
who by establishing this Pension Fund have secured rest and ease for nurses 
when age or infirmity shall have deprived them of the power to continue their 
most useful work, but it shows the esteem and honour in which the nursing 
profession is generally held. For us, who have consistently dwelt upon the 
nobility of the nurse’s vocation, and who have long regretted that Jewesses 
should have held aloof from so humane, tender and loving a work, it is satis- 
factory to read of the reception of a thousand nurses at Marlborough House 
and of the kind and sympathetic words that were addressed to them by the 
Prince and Princess of Wales. It is also gratifying to us as Jews to find the 
names of Lord Rothschild and other Jewish philanthropists as donors to the 
Fund, but it will be far more gratifying if without much delay there is a 
goodly number of Jewish nurses enrolled as provident members who will 
enjoy not only the anticipation of potential benefits, but, far better

PROPOSED RUSSO-JEWISH EMIGRATION TO AUSTRALIA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Sir—It may be remembered that a few weeks since I ventured through 
the medium of a couple of letters in your columns, to deprecate the alleged pro. 
posal to effect the settlement in Australia of Russo-Jewish refugees. 


Simultaneously with the despatch of the first of these communications, g 
letter dealing with the subject, and coaveying precisely similar views, was—ag [ 
have just learnt—addressed by the Hon. James Munro, Premier of Victoria, to 
Sir Graham Berry, Agent-General for the Colony in London. 


After stating that there existed a strong local feeling against an influx of 
a pauper or destitute class of immigrants, the Premier went on to say that the intro- 
duction of such persons was most undesirable for the sake of the colony and for the 
people themselves, as the conditions of life in Russia were not likels to fit them 
for life in Australia. Representations had, he said, been made to him by the Trades 
Hall Council, who protested against the proposal, and he enclosed a copy of the 
resolution passed by the Melbourne Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association, also 
averse tothe idea. The Premier concluded by saying that he would be glad jf 
the Agent-General would take an opportunity of sprees the views of the Vic. 
torian Government to the promoters of the scheme, and do all he could to dis. 
courage it. 


Thinking it possible that the above quoted letter may not have been made 
public in London, I have deemed it well to apprise you of its purport. That dis. 
countenance of the project is not confined to the present administration of 
Victoria may be gleaned from the fact that the Hon. J. B. Patterson, a prominent 
ex-Minister and member of the Opposition, took the earliest opportunity after his 
return from a visit to England to declare his strong aversion to the plan. Sir 
Henry Parkes, Premier of the sister colony of New South Wales, has likewise 
expressed his disapproval ; the Trades and Labour Council of Sydney was prompt 


with its condemnation ; whilst—as I have already informed you—the Press of . 


all the colonies united in a chorus of disapprobation, which was heartily echoed 
by the community at large. At the present moment, I may say, there is a loud 
and bitter outcry in Queensland against the proposed importation of a mere hand- 
ful of Italians to work on the sugar plantations of the Northern portion of that 
colony. | | 

It is a moot question whether the executive of any British possession, having 
responsible government, has inherent power to prevent the landing of assisted 
emigrants, or aliens, other than Chinese. The point was raised in connection 
with the recent Privy Council appeal case, Ah Toy v. Meegrents but no definite 
decision was arrived at. Still, the marked antagonism with which the scheme 


has, since its inception, been so generally met in Australia would, I should 


assume, not be without considerable weight. 


I am not unmindful of the grave difficulties on all sides confronting Baron 
Hirsch and those who are so nobly aiding him in his endeavour to provide a om 
note, are by 
force resisting their entry; England is, assuredly, not extending them a particularly 
pressing invitation ; and the tone of both Germany and France is one of bidding 
them stand off. The people of Australia, though sympathising with them in their 
dire distress, do not regard them—as intending immigrante—with any more 
favour than do the nations of Europe. 


May I be permitted to express the trust that no one who has favoured me by 
a perusal of my letters on this matter will be inclined to set me down, as devoid 
of commiseration for our unhappy brethren, because I have been impelled to tell

NEW ZEALAND AND THE RUSSIAN JEWS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sir,—It is with very great regret that we in New Zealand have heard of the 


| persecutions of our brethren in Russia; and this feeling is shared byvall in this colony 


whether Jews or Christians. But we have also been gratified to learn by cablegrams, 
and, since, through the Press, of the magnificent offers of Baron de Hirsch and 
other philanthropic Jews in England, to relieve our oppressed brethren 1n the 
land of bondage—Russia. 

Their scheme is an interesting one and one which, doubtless, will benefit not 
only the emigrants themselves but also those among whom they may make their 
Suture homes. 

The various states of the American continent, to which it is | roposed the 
Russian Jews to emigrate, would doubtless welcome-them and give them the full 
recognition of citizens. My purpose in writing, therefore, is not to disapprove 
the present plan, but to suggest an amplification of it. __ 

I think it would be a good idea to include New Zealand among the countries 
of settlement. This wroule be well both for the emigrants and for our colony. | 

It is not generally known outside New Zealand, what are the advantages it 

affords. It is a land flowing with milk and honey, teeming with natural wealth 
of all kinds, blessed with a climate of unequalled salubrity, und is one of the 
brightest gems in the British crown. | : 
__ Asa Jew I naturally wish my brethren to share this abundance ; and know- 
ing as I do their skill, I am sure, when given to such a soil, it would amply be re- 
warded. What is needed for a man to make for himself and family a position of 
comfort and honour in New Zealand is an agricultural experience and 4 little 
capital to begin with. The Jews in. Russia are the class most likely to succeed 
here, viz., agriculturists. Of business men New Zealand has enough ; what 1s 
wanted, as I have already shown, is those who can and will till her broad acres. 

The Jews at present resident in the colony, live principally in the four cities, 
Auckland, Wellington, Christchurch and Dunedin, and are conducting various 
businesses. The reason they remain in the centres is, they have not the experience 


| necessary to make them successful agriculturists. 


The present time is particularly opportune, as the new Government just 
elected is opening the crown lands—1illions of acres—to settlers, The best con” 
firmation of what I have said may be found in a comparison of the exports 0 
New Zealand with the number of its inhabitants. The exports, consisting pry 
cipally of grain, wool and meat, each separately, amount to several millions pe 
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‘ahabitants. This proves the fertility of this colony.

“DARKEST RUSSIA.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—With the object of assisting the Russo Jewish Committee, will you 
ermit me to describe through your columns the work which I am doing in con- 
‘ynction with a few friends in the North and Eastern districts of London. 

Having read the letter of the Editor of Darkest Russia inviting assistance, 
[ communicated with him and soon obtained the aid of some friends, young men 
like myself, in carrying out the suggestions offered us. We have divided our 
work into two parts, each of which is equally important. We procure from the 
publishers a number of papers which we personally hand to the editors of our 
local press, and thus secure notices on the persecutions in Russia. We also dis- 
tribute the ow amongst clergymen of the Church of England, dissenting 
ministers and others, and doubtless many a sermon has been the result. 

We also introduce the paper to the notice of newsvendors in our respective 
districts, who frequently display a contents’ bill outside their shops and send to 
the publishers for the papers. A great deal more could be done in this direction 
‘¢ Jewish persons would order copies of their newsagents and thus aid us in 
making it known. = ae 

All this tends. to make the sufferings of Jews and Protestants in Russia 
batter known, especially in the East of London, and if others would follow our 
example we should probably hear fewer unfriendly remarks on the question of 
giving these victims—aliens though they be—shelter in this free land.

Sir,—Will you kindly find a little room for this letter in your valuable 
‘columns? Iam a native of Jerusalem, but for th> past 21 years [ have been 
established in Calcutta, where, through the friendship of Mr. Ezra’s family and 
many others, [ have been often the medium for their kindly messages, and still 
more welcome bounties, not only to the needy of Calcutta, but also to the 
destitute Jews of Jerusalem. 

In March last I came. to Europe and received a deplorable letter from the 
Chief Rabbis of Jerusalem of their miserable state, which moved me so much 
that I at last made up my mind to go to Jerusalem, first to organise a proper 
committee for the Spanish Jews there, and then to plead their cause to the benevo- 
lent of Europe. On September last I went to Jerusalem and was disheartened to 
see so many of our brethren prostrate in abject and squalid poverty ; and even 
the IM2N NSP which was established 32 years ago and was the cause of distribu- 


ting some food once every Saturday to the most destitute, was said to be moribund 


if not defanct, as they could not find 100 francs a week for that charitable 
urpose. 
; During my stay in Jerusalem, with all efforts of the Chief Rabbi and all tne 
influential men there, the well-known banker, Mr. Valero, agreed to take into his 
consideration the lamentable state of the entire community, and he formed a com- 
inittee called BOZYN WWD?, not only to procure pecuniary assistance for those in 
most urgent need, but principally to give them the opportunity of earning their 
own livelihood, and aléo to found a Cripple Asylum for all who were created in 
the Image of God. Iam appointed their delegate to plead their cause to the 
wealthy of Europe, as the poor of Jerusalem were generally supported by them. 
At the end of December I left Jerusalem with an appeai concerning their condition 
and with many prayers for suecess from many who are plunged in the depth of 
misery, I went to Constantinople with a petition from the Chief Rabbi, and from 
the Rabbi J. Eliashar, at Jerusalem, to His Majesty, the Sultan ; and with the help 
of the Acting Chief Rabbi, and the countenance of H. H. the Grand Vizier, His 


' Majesty the Sultan most kindly accepted the petition and gave me £100 to head 


the subscription. His Imperial Majesty fully authorised me to continue the sub- 


scription, but at that time a great Jewish firm failed which paralysed the entire 


Jewish market, and therefore I could do very little at Constantinople. 7 

_. At present I am continually receiving letters from the Chief Rabbi and Mr. 
Valero, urging me to do my utmost. The last number of the Hebrew paper, 
Hahazeleth, published at Jerusalem, indicates that the Spanish Jews’ community in 
the Holy City has-come to the lowest ebb. 

Now I, in the name of so many destitute persons, beseech, in the name of 
(rod, who is the creater of all, of the rich as well as of the poor, of a!i who have 
heart to feel and the means to give,to contribute to this most needy charitable work, 
for so many thousand destitute beings who are utterly miserable, and trust that 
this kind of charity will be accepted before Almighty with many others, and 
thus we shall fulfil the great command “And thou shall love thy neighbour 
as thyself,” which is the foundation of our Holy Bible and the potent key to 
open for ourselves the gates of happiness in the life to come.

THE RUSSIAN EMIGRANTS IN PALESTINE.

Also 
that the Turkish Government intimates continually that it will interdict hence- 
forth the landing of Russian emigrants in Palestine, nevertheless there are daily 
arrivals, many of them in a very impaired, emaciated, desponding and dejected 
a‘ate.

SPIRITUAL PROVISION FOR THE POOR. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—As the high festivals are now at hand, will you kindly permit me to 
call the attention of the leaders of our community to the necessity of providing 
one, ormore than one, place of public worship for the poor in the East End, in 
which services be held during the ensuing holidays. It would be needless to 
describe to them the great inconveniences and misery which the poor have to 
endure at the hall of the Jewish Free School and at the Jewish Working Men’s 
Club during the services held there on ace sunt of their being 80 overcrowded that 
every inch of space is filled up to superfluity, a fact which is too well-known to 
the leaders of the community, as many of them visit these places of worship 
every year. But Ido not appeal for these poor people who are already used to 
that most unhealthy atmosphere. I implore the sympathy of our leaders for the 
thousands who cannot get an entrance, and who are compelled to spend their 
time in the corners of the streets, or in places much worse than the streets. I 


also appeal for their young, who for want of a proper place of worship, spend 


the most sacred hours in a most disgraceful manner. Lastly, I crave the atten- 
tion of our leaders to the poor, who have recently come over to this country and 
are not yet able to pay for a seat in any of the established places of worship. 
Surely, it is time that we should take a lesion from our Christian brethren, how 
they care for their poor and how they provide unsparingly for the spiritaal wel- 
fare of their poor. Every day we hear and read of new chapelsand new 
churches being built and the number of ministers increased. What are we doing 
for our poor ? Nothing. We draw up new schemes ; we discuss them, we dispute 
them, and at last reject them. And the poor are left inthe same darkness as 
before; and yet we decry their morals and their irreligion. I hope that the United 
Synagogue will make proper provision for beth sexes to enable them to attend 
services during the ensuing holidays. And though. much good is done at a sma! 
cost, yet if all these places of worship, or at least some of them, could be mye 
open every Saturday for two or three hours, a fargreater amount of good would 
be effected, and many a poorman saved from ruin. The evil influence to which 
the poor in the East End are daily subject, are in many cases enough to destroy 


all the good vhich they have brought with them from their native land and that 


which they derive from so sliort an attendance at a place of worship during the 
high festivals. | |

FATALITY IN THE CiTty.—An accident, involving the death of one man and 


injuries to another, occurred Wednesday afternoon in Middlesex Street, Aldgate. It 


appears that some building opera'ions are in progress at the rear of Garden Place, 


a natrow thoroughfare on the left-hand side of Middlesex Strest, rnnning towards 
-Houndsditch, and it was at the right-hand. c>rner of Garden Place, in Middlesex 


Street, that the fatality occurred. Thie corner is formed of a dead wall, about 15ft 
high and lft in thickness, which encloses a small plot of disused land. Behind this 
wall, which was apparently very old, earth taken from certain excavations was 
being deposited. Soon after four o’clock on Wednesday, the wall facing Middlesex 
Street, and which was abont 12ft in length, suddenly collapsed. Adrian Sanson, of 


18, Manor Park Road, East End, Finchley, and another man, whose name is believed. 


to be Cohen, owing to a piece of paper found on him, but whose identity has not yet 
been established, were struck by the falling bricks and dé»ris, and partially buried. 


‘Sanson was found to have sustained a laceration of the head and nose, while his 


left thigh was dislocated. He was removed to the London Hospital. The man 
supposed to be Cohen was found to be dead. A large sum of money was, it is stated, 
discovered on the body, which was removed to St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. At the 
time of our going t) press, the deceased, who is supposed to be a Polish Jew, had

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Hee humour, or to deny Judaism Heinz. So far from Jews having no 
hamour, it is the one quality that may always be counted upon. Not to 

it is to be of dubious ancestry and doubtful principles. There are few 
nations which possess a more characteristic store of humorous anecdote than 
the Jews, A collection of them would be a veritable treasury of humour, and 
we should like to see it made. Should any of our readers care to nndertake 
the task, we may assure him that it is quite dignified and scientific. The 
book would be a work on folk-lore, and folk-lore is a branch of sociology. It 
‘s not so certain that it would all be understanded of. the heathen ; for there 
is a quaint national flavour about it which one must be born 
to. When Jew meets Jew, then comes the flash of fun. 
It 1s not so much “ wut” as the Scotch say, as it is ‘‘pawky” humour. It 
in fact “ chine indescribable, home-manufactured. What can be more 
sly and delightful than the story of how the Jewish meshumadim waiting in 
the Cathedral to be baptised by the bishop in the presence of a vast assem- 
blage expressed to each other their fear that if the bishop did not arrive soon, 
it would be too late to say mincha? The story might have been invented 
by Heine himself. Among the dramatists of to-day the man who possesses 
the richest and most mellow humour—Pinerro—is of Jewish descent, and 
Jews have contributed in no small degree to the glories of the comic stage. Any 
average Jewish young man will sing you ‘a good comic song,” and is, per- 
haps, only too much inclined to do it or to listen to it, Actors say that it is 


impossible to play to a more perceptive or intelligent audience than that 
which assembles at the Jewish Working Men’s Club. 


Whence comes this rich vein of humour and drollery in the race? The 
Jew of the Bible shows few signs enough of it. And yet, as Leian Hont 
reminded his countrymen, the Jews are by nature a lively race. Medieval 
prejudice and ignorance had painted them dull and bigoted and superstitious, 
but if you turned to the Bible you found Miriam playing on the timbrel and 
Davin dancing before the Ark. And this is a true observation. Gaiety is 
humonr in the germ. Modern humour seems quite a different thing from 
ancient, and there are few drearier things in creation tham the collection of 
ancient Greek jests and the humours of Skonastixos. There is about one 
pun in the whole of Homer. And yet Greece did produce its AnisToPHANES 
and its Menanpger. There may be few traces of humour in the 
Bible, but there are plenty indications of merriment. The Jewish religion 
was a religion of cheerfulness, There is no warrant in it for the long-drawn 
sanctimonious face. There is no black cloud of original sin, hell and dam- 
nation hanging over it. And thus it is that the Jew has always bren at 
ease in Zion ; not terribly, but reverently enough. He was commanded to 
rejoice before the Lord, and he did not ignore the command. Judaism has 


had its ascetic minorities—human nature will always ran into extremes—just | 
as it has had, in the ignorant developments of Chassidism, its too jovial 


minorities. Bat the note of the nation has been common-sense and the 
saving’ grace of humour. The old Rabbis were pious and earnest, 
The lambent lightning 
of humour plays about their most serious moments. They did not consider 
dulness and respectability synonymous, Even in their “ethical” wills—as 
Mr. Israez Aspanams, has recently reminded us—they could be admirably 
witty. What can be more terse and epigrammatic than the contrast drawn 
by a fifteenth century Rabbi between the indecorum of babbling Jews in the 
synagogue and the decorum of Christians at church? ‘ Jews are deaf but 
Christians are dumb when their clergy reprove them.” 


Throughout Jewish history this trait of humour asserts itself. Every 
wedding had its Marshallik or professional jester to enliven the festivities 
with his fooling. The word should perhaps be written Mashallik and inter- 
preted “little story or fable.” The Marshallik certainly told stories, pro- 
bably tribal stories as old as those which the clown cracks in the circus. 
Comic literature, too, was not wanting; sometimes, as in the Purim 
parodies, not shrinking from touching things sacred. There is no real 
blasphemy in such parody, it is a mark of affection as when friend calls 
friend “ fool.? 

In his great work on ‘ Darwinism,” Mr. Wattace makes the 
curious inquiry as to whether there are not certain qualities in man which 
could not have been produced by evolution operating on the principle of the 
Survival of the fittest. Of what use, for instance, he asks, is the sense of 
humour in the struggle for existence? Let the history of the Jews answer 


the eminent naturalist. For surely we may see in their humour, their un- | 


failing cheerfulness, their courageous acceptance of the situation, some 
explanation of the persistence with which they have endured and emerged 
from Uunparalle'ed persecutions and sufferings. It is this failure to be over-

PROFESSOR DERENBOURG'S 80TH BIRTHDAY. 


— 


Professor Joseph Derenbourg, the nestor of the celebrated band of Jewish 
savants in Paris who have gained a world-wide reputation, celebrated on Friday 
last his 80th birthday. Joseph Derenbourg was a at Mayence on the 21st. 
August, 1811, and received from his father his first instruction in Hebrew. As 
he was destined to become a Rabbi, he subsequently attended, in addition to the 
gymnasium, the Talmud School of the then Rabbi of Mayence. Derenbourg 
afterwards studied at Giessen and Bonn, where Geiger, Hirsch and Frensdorp 
were his colleagues, and graduated at the first named university. After obtaining 
his degree he became private tutor in the house of a wealthy Jewish family at 
Amsterdam, where he remained five years. On leaving in 1839 he went to Paris, 
which has ever since been his home. In Paris he devoted himself to those 
Oriental studies, which have rendered him famous in the learned world, and at the 
same he directed a high class Jewish educational institute, which he founded 
and conducted until 1864. In 1867 M. Derenbourg was elected member of the 
Institute of France, being admitted as successor to Coussin de Perceval in the 
Academy of Inscriptions. In 1876 he was called to the Chair of Oriental Lan- 
guages at the Ecole des Hautes Etudes, and has held that professorship ever since.

President of the Alliance Israélite Universelle. The celebrated Arabic scholar, 
Professor Hartwig Derenbourg, is his son. 

_ Professor Derenbourg has been both a prolific and a scholarly writer. He 
edited, among other ingen oy the Fables of Lokman, Hariri’s Makamen, the 
various Hebrew versions of the Kalila ve-Dimna, the grammatical works of 
Abulwalid and the Arabic writings of Maimonides. His own magnum opus is 
the “ Essai de l'histoire et de géeographie de la Palestine,” according to the Tal- 
mud and other Rabbinical sources. Although M. Derenbourg could fairly lay claim 
to repose at his great age, he is now actively engaged in preparing for publica- 
tion the principal writings of Saadia Gaon, the millenary of whose birth occurs 
next vear. The octogenarian savant has entertained an almost life-long passion 
for Saadia, and the publication of the Gaon’s works will be one of his highest 
ambitions, and will fittingly crown.one of the greatest literary careers of our 


times. 

Several friends of M. Derenbourg commemorated his birthday by dedi- 
cating to him monographs on various topics. Among them are Dr. Steinschneider, 
of Berlin, Professor Wilhelm Bacher, of Buda Pesth, Dr. Harkavy, of St. Peters- 
burg, Dr. Neubauer, of Oxford, Dr. M. Friedlander, of Vienna, and M. Isidore 
Loeb, of Paris.

What can be more 
sly and delightful than the story of how the Jewish meshumadim waiting in 
the Cathedral to be baptised by the bishop in the presence of a vast assem- 
blage expressed to each other their fear that if the bishop did not arrive soon, 
it would be too late to say mincha? The story might have been invented 
by Hzine himself. Among the dramatists of to-day the man who possesses 
the richest and most mellow humour—Pinero—is of Jewish descent, and 
Jews have contributed in no small degree to the glories of the comic stage. Any 
average Jewish young man will sing you “a good comic song,” and is, per- 
haps, only too much inclined to do it or to listen to it, Actors say that it is 


impossible to play to a more perceptive or intelligent audience than that 
which assembles at the Jewish Working Men’s Club, 


Whence comes this rich vein of humour and drollery in the race? The 
Jew of the Bible shows few signs enough of it. And yet, as Legian Honr 
reminded his countrymen, the Jews are by nature a lively race. Medizval 
prejudice and ignorance had painted them dull and bigoted and superstitious, 
but if you turned to the Bible you found Miriam playing on the timbrel and 
Davin dancing before the Ark. And this is a true observation. Gaiety is 
humour in the germ. Modern humour seems quite a different thing from 
ancient, and there are few drearier things in creation tham the collection of 
ancient Greek jests and the humours of Skotastixos. There is about one 
pun in the wholeof Homer. And yet Greece did produce its AnisToPHANES 
and its Menayper. There may be few traces of humour in the 
Bible, but there are plenty indications of merriment. The Jewish religion 
was a religion of cheerfulness. There is no warrant in it for the long-drawn 
sanctimonious face. There is no black cloud of original sin, hell and dam- 


_ nation hanging over it. And thus it is that the Jew has always been at 


ease in Zion ; not terribly, but reverently enough. He was commanded to 
rejoice before the Lord, and he did not ignore the command. Judaism has 
had its ascetic minorities—human nature ‘will always ran into extremes—just 
as it has had, in the ignorant developments of Chassidism, its too jovial 
minorities. Bat the note of the nation has been common-sense and the 
saving grace of humour. The old Rabbis were pious and earnest, 
but they were also facetious and frolicsome. The lambent lightning 
of humour plays about their most serious moments. They did not consider 
dulness and respectability synonymous, Even in their “ethical” wills—as 
Mr. Iszagt Aspanams, has recently reminded us—they could be admirably 
witty. What can be more terse and epigrammatic than the contrast drawn 
by a fifteenth century Rabbi between the indecorum of babbling Jews in the 
synagogue and the decorum of Christians at church? ‘“ Jews are deaf but 
Christians are dumb when their clergy reprove them.” 


Throughout: Jewish history this trait of humour asserts itself. Every 
wedding had its Marshallik or professional jester to enliven the festivities 
with his fooling.

A MODERN LAND OF PROMISE. 


FROM AN OOCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT. J 
Curacao, JuLy 30TH, 1891. 


“The people of Israel in their dispersion are like the nerves ot sensation, in which we are 
enveloped : wounded in one spot, they suffer in all.”—(Cardinal Manning's letter, 
December 8th, 1890.) 


Although separated by an immense distance of some 7,000 miles from the 
blood-curdling scenes of untold miseries and appalling tortures, which are at pre- 
sent being ruthlessly enacted with the full sanction of the ‘Colossus of the 
North,” against our , Bs te and innocent coreligionists, whose only crime is the 
profession of the creed of their ancestors, we here, on this small and 
far away rock, have not by any means turned a deaf ear to their bitter cry of 
anguish. Could this be otherwise, considering that nearly half the entire Hebrew 
race are known to be wailing in the uttermost depths of physical and moral 
degradation, Gaunt misery stalking among the poor dying wretches, their homes 
become fit only for the abode of wild beasts. What a sad and heart-rending 
spectacle does this anachronism of the Nineteenth Century not conjure up in the 
minds of outraged, civilised humanity. 

A ra ge list has been opened, accompanied by a warm appeal, and the 
happy result, [ am happy to say, was the collection of some 4,000 francs. This 
first instalment was sent some time ago to the Alliance Israélite, Paris, to be 
disposed of for the benefit of our most unfortunate Russian brethren. I read 
with pleasure, in your issue of the 5th June, the grand idea, so eloquently 
espoused and advocated by the Rev. John Chapman, namely, that a day of prayer 
and humiliation should be celebrated throughout the world, and that at these 
services men of learning and influence, irrespective of creed and race, should be 
requested to attend. Inmy humble opinion no more efficient means could possi- 
bly have been devised. Should this idea mature and become practicable, it is our 
urgent appeal to you, not to omit acquainting us of the special day to be set apart 
for this purpose, so that we here may likewise join in beseeching God to avert 
the impending catastrophe. Although a monster of crimes, haply, the inner 
monitor of this modern Torquemada, of this cruel Alba, may yet be accessible 
to so much and universal consensus of deprecating opinion! . . But to 
every picture there are two distinct sides. | : 

Having in the foregoing tremulously lifted but one small corner of the veil, 
screening so much of wickedness and barbarity, allow me now, by way of con- 
trast, to open up and reveal before your numerous readers a sublime vista—as 
grand as it is magniloquent,—which will direct their mind’s eye, through thou- 
sands of miles of infinite space, and land them on these ideal shores, a veritable 

Utopia, where we Hebrews enjoy exceptional liberties and a “higher and more 
unique status, than in any other part of the world. Let the following facts speak 
for themselves. 

Few in Europe are perhaps aware that only some miles away to the North of 
the Venezuelan Coast, and surrounded by the Caribbean Sea, there exists a small 
island of about 350 square miles, where the sun commences his morning race but

It is with a sense of especial pride we boast the possession of the oldest 
Sephardic “Snoga” of Latin America—nay, of the entire Western Hemisphere. 
More than half-a-century prior to the commencement of the great French Revo- 
lution, our ancestors (of European descent) erected this noble structure and 
dedicated it to God’s worship, and still it stands, this sacred heritage, a veritable 
tower of strength, sufficiently stable to weather a lapse of another century and 
a half of wear and tear. It is likewise the wealthiest synagogue in Latin 
America and the West Indies and perhaps of the whole continent, and in all re- 
spects compares favourably with the best in the United States. About a decade 
ago its 150th anniversary was celebrated with becoming ceremonies amid much 
clat and festivities.

COUNT STROGONOFF. 


It is in our troubles that we most remember our friends and well-wishers. 
Their loss is even more deeply, more keenly felt when we remember how ver 
few of them the Russian Jews can point to in this their most troubled times, 
Count Strogonoff, who has just been gathered to his fathers, was one of that 
number of true friends of the Russian Jew, and at the sad tidings of his demise 
nothing could be more appropriate than the old heartfelt exclamation

I have no means of reading what the Russian press may have to say jn 
memory of that gallant soldier's and able statesman’s long and eventful life. 
Bearing in mind that Count Strogonoff was for the last thirty odd years in some. 
what strained relations with the Romanoff dynasty, claiming a higher pedigree 
and greater services towards the extension of the Russian Empire, we can hard| 
expect anything at all from a muzaled press such as now exists in Russia ; stil 
less can we expect to read there something of the deceased statesman with regard 
to his relations to the Russian Jews in general and to the Jews of Odessa in par. 
ticular. It is this fear of an imposed silence on the part of the Russian press 
that causes me to erect in the Jewish Chronicle a small commemorative tablet to 
the memory of Count Strogonoff, the true Judophile, dotting down a few of the 
many reminiscenses in connection with his life in Odessa as they crop up in my 
memory. 

To the Jews of Bessarabia the memory of Graf Strogonoff will always be 
dear. Bessarabia, like everything else, was wrongly snatched away by Russia from 
Turkey in the commencement of this century. Asa newly annexed country, it 
‘was, amongst other privileges, exempt from military service. This privilege the 
Jews continued to enjoy in equality with the Christian population, until in 1851 
Czar Nicholas chose to decree that the Jéws ought to be excepted from the rule, 
After the Crimean war was over the entire population of Russia, Jews included, 
were relieved of military duty for a period of six years. When. this period of 
time elapsed the population was again called to send their children to military 
service, and the administration of Bessarabia interpreted the new decree ina 
sense that the Hebrews of that government ought to enlist although the Christian 
population was continuing to enjoy their old privileges. Graf Strogonoff was 
appealed to, and it was, thanks to his representationsand exertionsalone that the higher 
administration at St. Petersburg decided in favour of the Jews and decreed that. 
there ought to be no difference between Jew and Christian in that respect. The 
result was that the entire population of Bessarabia was exempted from military 
service until 1874, when the new military law was introduced. 

Owing to family differences between him and the Russian Court, Count 
Strogonoff retired into privat: life and remained a citizen of Odessa till his dying 
day. Soon after his retirement, local Government was granted to St. Petersburg, 
Moscow and Odessa. The Town Council of Odessa consisted of 72 councillors, of 
whom 24 were Jews. Graf Strogonoff was elected one of the Town Councillors who, 
in their turn, elected him unanimously to the post of Mayor of Odessa. When waiting 
upon him in a body to request him to accept the post, Count Strogonoff, with 
tears in his eyes, said that he felt more honoured to be the Mayor-elect of tle 
entire population of Odessa than the appointed official of Government but he 
implored them to lay that heavy task on younger shoulders (pointing to Prince 
Voronzoff) and to allow him only to remain a representative of the young muni- 
cipality. Among the 24 Jewish councillors,’ the pride and flower of Jewish 
society was to be found, such as the able editor of the Razswiet, QO. A. Rabino- 
vitch, Dr. Solovaytzick, A. Brodski, Simon Horovitz, Ephrussi and others. The 
Count was always seen in the lobbies, during intervals, conversing with the 
Jewish councillors, and he always consulted Mr. Rabinovitch on legal points. Une 


is worth mentioning although it has nothing to do with Jews or Judaism. The 
city of Odessa had a claim of a considerable sun of money upon the Government 
in connection with provisioning troops during the Crimean War. Representation 
upon representation relating thereto was made by the municipality to the 
Government at St. Petersburg, but without the desired result. he Minister 
refused to pay, putting every now and then a different construction on one and 
the same law. The case was brought on for debate in the Town Hall. Up rose 
Count Strogonoff and said : “The treatment the Municipality has received at the 
hands of the Minister of the Interior is most disgraceful. I have myself been 4 
Minister, and on difficult points I was never ashamed to consult my friends in the 
Ministry, Our Minister seems to have two dictionaries for the definition of words, 
one for Revenue, and another for Expenditure. I strongly advise the Municip ity 
to impeach the Minister of the Interior.” That Count Strogonoff was 4 man not 
to be trifled with even by an Almighty Czar is seen from the fact that all that 
potentate could do and did to punish him was that on complaint being made by 
the then powerful Minister of the Interior, an Imperial Admonition was sent to 
the Count for delivering such a speech, while His Majesty's displeasure ws 
expressed to the Mayor, Prince Vorontzoff, another friend of the Jews and also 
dead, for having allowed that speech to be inserted in the local Municipal Gazette. 
Graf Strogonoff was the constant friend and visitor to many a local J ewish 
family, such as, for instance, Ephrussi, Raffalovitch, Horovitz, and others. He 
felt most at home when visiting the gifted Mrs. Horovitz, wife of the late Mr. 
Simon Horovitz, Danish Consul-General. Friend as he was, he liked the truth 
most of all, caring little whether his true remarks were relished or not by the 
fairer but weaker sex.

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ORIENTAL ANTIQUITIES IN BERLIN, I.

The marvellous reconstruction of the ancient history of the East is perhaps 
nowhere 80 “gh manifested to our eyes as in the collections of the Royal 
Museum at Berlin. Smaller by far than those of ths British Museum, rendered 
so magnificent by the labours of Layard, Smith and Rassam ; they are, however, 

ssessed of some of the most important and epoch-marking monuments that have 
ever been rescued from the graves of buried cities. The two museums of Berlin, 
the Old Museum, built in 1828 by Frederick William IIT., and the New Museum 
adjoining, erected by Frederick William IV., the brother of the first Emperor of 
Germany, are indeed striking memorials to the liberal patronage which the 
Sovereigns of Prussia extended to arts and learning. It is indeed remarkable 
that at a time when Prussia was oe to an almost indescribable extent by the 
great wars, the first act of the King during the period of peace should have 
been to dedicate this building to “ the study of the antiquities of all nations and 
the liberal arts.” ‘The strenuous efforts made are displayed even in the building 
itself, for we see how the skill of the architect Schinkel, the favourite of the 
King, has, by the use of comparatively poor material, succeeded in erecting a 
handsome, and above all a perfectly arranged Museum. The work thus begun 
has gone steadily on, and year by year additions of the greatest importance are 
being made, by public funds and private donations. The formation in the year 
1888 of the Oriental Committee, a body of savants and professors presided over 
by Prof.V. Kaufmann, bas given a great impetus to the Oriental collections; and the 
excavations in Asia Minor and North Syria by Drs. Puchstein, Humann and others 
have resulted in the recovery of the most important series of Hittite remains yet 
brought to Europe, and also in the discovery of one of the most interesting 
historical monuments ever placed in a European museum. The richness of the 
Berlin Museum, however, is not due solely to public enterprises, but also to private 
donations, and it is with great pleasure that I mention the magnificent and liberal 
assistance rendered to the authorities by Herr Kommerzienrat L. Simon, to whom 
the Museum owes many of its most valuable treasures, who in 1886-7 provided 
the funds of an expedition to Babylonia which obtained many important anti- 
quities. To another member of the same family, Herr I. Simon, the Museum is 
indebted for the fine collection of Tablets from Tel-el Amarna, containing the 
despatches of Syrian, Assyrian and Babylonian Kings to Amenophis III. and 
IV. (sc. 1550-1460), and a most important series of letters from scribes in 
Jerusalem, details of which I pa gen to give in subsequent letters. Public and

“To Assur the father of the gods, lover of my 
services (ritti). To Anu the prince exalted ; the proclaimer of my name. To Bel 
the most high (saku) establisher of my reign ; to Ea, the giver of wisdom, the 
foreteller of my fate. To the moon god (Sin) the illuminator, the bright one, 
the benefactor of my service. To the Sun god, the judge of heaven earth, 


the decider of my decisions. To Rimmon, the fiery one (rapsu) the strengthener of 
my hosts. To Nergal the ruler of the Angels and Spirits, the lover (neukhabbu) 
of my royalty. To the Seven (Sibeti) (great) warrior gods, the sweepers away 
of my foes ; these great gods, all of them the foretellers of my destiny ; for me 
their favourite, have made strong? my glory.” The King then claims the titles 
of King of Sumir and Akkad or North and South Balylonia, and of all the Kings 
of Egypt and Ethiopia.” The next few lines are difficult to decipher, so I pro- 
ceed at once to the portion relating to the Egyptian war. From the chronicle 
tablet in the British Museum we know that the war with Egypt commenced early 
in the King’s tenth, the army starting for Egypt in the month of Nisan. From 
another tablet, of which I published a translation in 1875, we know that the war 
was caused by Tirhakah having caused Bahal King of Tyre to break his treaty 
with Assyria and join the Egyptians. Part of the expedition went against Tyre, 
the rest marched from Aphek, in central Palestine (Josh. xii. 18) to Raphia, on 
the river of Egypt or Wally-el-Arish. The further march is described as one 
across hot burning deserts, and where thirst and hungertroubled the soldiers, and 
it lasted fifteen days. Inthe chronicle we read “On the 3rd day of Tammuz 
and on the 16th and 18th days three times the ig ogee were defeated with 
heavy loss, and on the 22nd day Memphis the royal city was taken.” This des- 
cription is confirmed by the monument, which reads : “ Tarku, King of Egypt 
and Ethiopia, I chased from the city of Iskhupri as far as Memphis his royal 
city, a march of, 15 days of guard each day without ceasing (/a-naparka). Him 
himself I wounded five times in a deadly manner (muteis) with blows of m 
lance.

The King next describes how he placed kings princes and governors over 
Egypt, establishing the duodekarchy. This monument then seems to have been 
erected at the same time as the statue of the King was carved on the rocks near 
Beyrout at the mouth of the Nahu-el-Kelb or Lycus, which also bears an inscrip- 
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tion recording the capture of Memphis. It is hardly necessary for me to point 
out how remarkable a commentary this monument forms upon the words of 
Isaiah (xix) ; and what a light is thrown upon the political movements of the 
period. It is probable that the Assyrian King held a court at Sam’al (Sengerli), 
and that the erection of the statue was a state ceremony, for the inscription con-

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EMIGRATION OF RUSSIAN JEWS TO PALESTINE. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDEST. | 
JERUSALEM, 2ND Aveust, 1891. 


During the last two years, since the formation of the Russo-Jewish Com- 
mittee at Jaffa, and the last influx of Russian Jews into Palestine began, we resi- 
dents of Jerusalem were expecting every day that something like the recent prohi- 
bition for Russian Jews to settle in Palestine would take place sooner or later. 
Now, since a few weeks, it is a reality. Russian Jews are not allowed even to 
land at Jaffa and Beyrouth. The latest order, which arrived here on the 2nd 
August, as His Excellency the Governor told me, is very strict. The navigation 
companies were notified that Russian Jews and Corfiotes will not be allowed to 
land. This order, which is so severe, was provoked by a petition of the 
Mohammedan inhabitants of Jerusalem and signed by the Mufti and other digni- 
taries of the Holy City, but without the knowledge of the Governor, the Cadi, and 
other Turkish Government employés. The petition represented to His Majesty 
the enormousincrease of foreign Jews; the increase of immovable property in pos- 
session of these strangers who are not willing to become Turkish subjects, and 
thus increase the influence of the foreign Powers in Palestine, mostly that of the

erusalem, who having sold at a very: high price their lands near Jerusalem, 
squandered it away and remain without any means of living, the expensiveness 
of living having trebled since the foreigners came here: the equilibriam of the 
different populations in Jerusalem, the Jews being two-thirds of the entire popu- 
lation in Jerusalem, which is a great danger in itself—such are the considera- 
tions set forth in the petition. This petition was corroborated by the representa- 
tions of the Consuls of Roman Catholic France, Austria, Spain and Italy, who 
pointed out to the Turkish Government the danger of the increase of Russian sub- 
jects, whether Christians or Jews. : 

The chief complaint of the Turkish Government levelled — the 
Russian Jews, expelled so cruelly from their Fatherland is their unwillingness to 
become Turkish subjects, since by so doing they increase in the Holy Land the in- 
fluence of Russia which pretends to protect her Jewish subjects and causes much 
annoyance to the local authorities. Russia tries everything to become paramount 
in Palestine ; she even protects here the victims of persecution in Russia itself. 
What a paradox ! 

The Governor has told me that the Turkish Government has no prejudice 
against Jews, but the sentiment of political preservation prompts them to brave 
the bad opinion of liberal people, and to be put, through the late pro- 
hibitive measures, on the same level as the Russian Government. But the Jews 
know perfectly well that all the other provinces of the Turkish Empire are open 
to them, and they will receive every help, provided they become Turkish subjects. 
The Governor told me that the removal of the prohibition depends on the Jews 
themselves. Let all Russian Jews, who live in Palestine become our subjects, and 
I am sure that the recent prohibition will not last even six months! Such is now 
the situation of our Russian brethren. 

Last week about two hundred Jews arrived. They had the Turkish consular 
visa on their passports, and so they were allowed to land, and were sent in car- 
riages to Jerusalem to visit the Holy City, to be ready to embark, after their visit, 
on the first Russian steamer. The Agent of Lemaan Zion has undertaken to 


| find them lodgings and food, otherwise they would have suffered very much. 


Since the new measures came into force the value of land has gone down 
greatly. Recent events teach us to be more practical in our undertakings to 
colonise Palestine. The first thing is to propitiate His Majesty the Sultan aod 
his Ministers. This could be done only by becoming his. loyal subjects, and 
not by having the fictitious protection of the Russian Consul, who is glad to 
create difficulties for the Turkish Authorities, and boasts to have even more 
subjects here than the Turks themselves. , 

The public health is not good. There are hundreds of sick although there 
is no epidemic, but it is the effect of the great heat which now prevails here. 


THE “BLOOD ACCUSATION.” 


; 
In Friedrich Bohmer’s “ Urkundenbuch der Reichstadt Frankfort,” we find 
a reprint of an ancient document which has not yet lost its significance. It bears 
date, Lyons, 5th July, 1247, and is none other than the calchanted Bull of Pope 


Innocent IV., in which he denounces the persecution of the Jews, and lays 


special stress on the “ blood accusation, which is ever being revived either from 
superstition or the evil-minded selfishness of its promoters.” We learn from the 
Bull that, owing to the utions of the Jews, they had appealed to the Holy 
Father for protection, who, after showing that the “ blood nd” is a base lie 
and contrary to the Jewish law, concludes his command to his clergy and the 
laity thus :—“ We are desirous that the Jewish nation shall not be treated bar- 
barously, and punished for supposed misdeeds, of which they are entirely 
innocent. The Lord, in His good time, will, according to the Word of His 
prophet, bring these brethren to the true faith and accord His peace to the rem- 
nant of the nation. And we hereby command that all persecution of the Jews be 
stayed, and that, where they have been defrauded or robbed of their property, it 
shall be restored to them, or legal compensation made in lieu thereof. Alt those, 
who act against this injunction, will be visited by the censure of the Holy Charch, 
without appeal.” This Bull was confirmed by Gregory X. in 1287.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES AND THE RUSSIAN JEws, 


The following is an extract from a letter written by a correspondent of 
Pall Mall Gazette now in Russia, who is in a position to speak with authority rg 

“It is not generally known that the Prince of Wales, after thoroughly studying 
the question of the Russian Jews, has interestec himself on their behalf to ap 
extent and in a manner that should earn for his Royal Highness the gratitude of 
every Jew in Europe and America. 7 

“The question is an extremely difficalt one to touch in any way, for the 
susceptibilities of Russia in to her internal affairs are easily aroused. 1t was 
not ible, therefore, for the Prince to take any direct measures towards the 
amelioration of the lot of the Russian Jews. Indirectly, however, and in a manner 
that could raise no question in the minds of the most reactionary officials, the Prince 
of Wales bas effectively aided the efforts now being made to organize measures for 
the relief of the miserable and destitute Hebrew population of Russia. I am told on 
good authority that on more tnan one occasion the Prince of Wales has discossed the 
whole question with Mr. Arnold White, and that among other results of his Ro 
‘Highness’s studies is that the Princess of Wales, who is acting hand-in-hand with 
the Prince in the matter, has furnished Mr. White with letters to the Russian Court 
which are proving an immense assistance towards the solution of this difficn)t 

uestion. | | 
dy The action of the Prince of Wales in this matter,” adds the correspondent, “jg 
not without features of peculiar magnanimity,for he was attacked severely and 
onjustly by Mr. Arnold White in a recent book called ‘Tries at Truth.’ If the

Highness would certainly have abstained from rendering aid to the persecuted Jews 
through the instrumentality of a person he had little reason to regard with favour, 
Much is said against the Prince of Wales that is absolutely untrue ; but the many 
acts of his that show not only kindness but wisdom remain unknown. [I think it is 
only fair to the Jews that they should know who it is that has so effectively he. 
friended them, and in how generous and unresentful a spirit.” 


FURTHER REPRESSIVE MEASURES. 

From Irkutsk it is reported that the Governor-General of that province has 
announced that Jews who have the right of settling in Earopean Russia oatside the 
pale of restricted residence, have no such right in Siberia; also that the wives of 
Jews banished to Siberia will henceforth not be permitted to follow their husbands 
into exile. The sons of such Jews will only be allowed to accompany their fathers 
when not more than four years old, and the daughters if not over seven.— Times, 

A circular has been issued by the Minister of the Interior to the Governors and 
other provincial officials, directing them to take immediate steps to enforc: strictly 
the laws against the Jews of July 10, 1864, and May 2,1882. These laws forbid 
the acquisition of land or real property by Jews in the nine Western Provinces of 
the Empire. Since their first promulgation, however, these laws have been allowed 
to fall into desuetude, and the Ministerial circular now requires all leases or pur- 
chases of land or real property in the Western Provinces made by Jews since 1882 
to be at once declared null and void. In the present state of Russian feeling to- 
wards the Jews, it is almost certain that the orders contained in this Circular will 
be strictly carried out, and scenes of violence will not improbably ensue. Toe 
official press bas printed an evasive denial of the news I telegraphed to you a week 
ago, to the effect that more stringent measures are being carried out against the 
Jews in Moscow by special orders sent down from St, Petersburg, and marked 
“ Absolutely secret.” The Government conscience is, however, saved in this denial, 
by the fact that all the Jews at present being driven from their homes in Moscow 
are compelled, by methods well known to the Russian police officials, to signa 
statement that they are quitting the town of their own free will.— Standard, 


ANTI-FOREIGN LEGISLATION. 

St. PETERSBURG, AUGUST 22.—According to the Novoe Vremya a draft law 
has been laid before the Council of the Empire restricting the settlement of 
foreigners in Russia. The provisions of the new law, as described by the journal, 
are of asweeping character, all foreigners being forbidden to settle outside the 
towns or to purchase or lease real es'ate in the country. In some Governments, 


law will havea retrospective force, and all the foreign landowners will be eventually 
expropriated and their return to their respective countries facilitated.— Reuter. 


RUSSIAN JEWS SENT BACK FROM AMERICA. 

BALTIMORE, AUGUST 20.—Fifty Russian Jews who arrived here by the 
Hamburg-American steamer Slavonia have been detained. They are penniless and 
their paseage has been either wholly or partially paid out of the Hirsch funds. It 
seems that when forced to leave Russia they first landed at Southampton and were 
immediately sent on here without any provision being made to prevent them 
becoming a charge upon American communities. Their cases have been referred to 
Washington.— Reuter.

AUSTRALIA. 


A vacancy ang occurred in the representation of the province of North 
Yarra (Victoria) Sir James MacBain, the President of the Legislative Council, 
x tc, | his reluctance to fix the polling-day on a Saturday.

The Melbourne Jewish Aid Society has issued its annual report. The object 
of the society is the granting of loans free of interest. The number of applica- 
tions for loans during the year was 83, amounting to £1,249. Of these 56 were 
granted to the amount of £725. The average value of each loan was a little over 
£13. The Esther Benjamin Fund, consisting of £300, the generous gift of Mr. 
David Benjainin, of London, has been applied in accordance with the wishes of 
the founder. Twenty-three loans were granted out of this fund during the year, 
-16-/gee the whole of the borrowers are fulfilling their obligations with regu- 
arity. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


A correspondent of a contemporary writes that the lion of the day at 
Carlsbad is Baron deHirsch. He is beseiged from morning till night by crowds 
of persons seeking help. They are mostly Russian Jews who have been attracted 
to Carlsbad by the announcement of the arrival of the great philanthropist. 

The anti-Semitic deputation from Vienna to the Czech Exhibition at Prague 
were entertained last week at a public banquet, and the health of Herr Schneider, 
the leader of this party in the Reichsrath, was drunk. Herr Schneider, speaking 
in German, broke into imprecations against the Jews and against the German 
Liberal Press of Vienna. He trusted that anti-Semitism would strike deep root 
in Bohemia and flourish. These sentiments pleased the Young Czechs so well 
that Herr Schneider was carried in triumph shoulder high round the room. 

Herr Schneider has declared that anti-Semitism is the only bond that has kept 
all the races of the Anstrian Monarchy together, and he announced the forthcoming 
convocation of an anti-Semitic Congress with the view of instituting a thorough 
propaganda in the provinces.
